PREFACE 


W ITH this fifty-first volume of American Book-Prices 
Current, a new half-century of American book auction 
records is inaugurated. The volume also represents a third 
and final record of rare books in wartime. And it is the fifth 
and final volume of the annual series which will be included 
in the forthcoming Index-i 941- 1945. The forty-seventh 

through the fifty-first volumes cover troubled years in the 
world’s history and the prices recorded in them require care- 
ful consideration and comparison, for they are the seeds of 
tomorrow’s rare book prices. 

The season which closed in June this year was a busy one 
and it saw several important sales. Again, as during the 
season before, the variety of books offered was very wide, 
although many (if not most) of the old favorites appeared in 
force. The number of unique or extremely rare pieces pre- 
sented included such remarkable items as the manuscripts 
in the Drexel Institute, second part of the McHenry Papers, 
third and fourth parts of the Gribbel, and the Winthrop sales, 
and as the books in such sales as the Widener, Clemens, Lit- 
tell, Hogan, and Maclay. The editor regrets having missed 
the opportunity to see and perhaps handle many of this 
season’s more unusual book rarities. Three pieces in par- 
ticular impressed him, the Maclay copy of The Sportsman's 
Companion (N. Y. 1783) which sold fbr |2,8oo, the Littell 
copy of Lansford W. Hastings’ The Emigrant’s Guide {Cin- 
cinnati, 1845) ^hich fetched $1,250, and the Keats-Words- 
worth-Wordsworth-Hqgan copy of John Keats’ Poems (Lond., 
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1617) w flick ' was sold' for $9,750. As for manuscripts: the 
editor r^du'^s having missed all of them, but most especially 
the series of Washington letters in the McHenry sale, the 
*‘Old Mother Hubbard & her Dog” ($3,250) manuscript by 
Sarah C. Martin in the Hogan sale, and “The Murders in 
the Rue Morgue” ($34,000) by Edgar A. Poe in the Drexel 
Institute sale. The chance to examine such rarities as these 
emphasizes the importance of close attendance to auction 
sales by bookmen, rare book collectors, and librarians. 

The records in the present volume cover ninety-four sales 
comprising approximately the same number of items as last 
year (18,000). As with last year’s records, a surprisingly large 
number of titles appear here for the first time, perhaps indicat- 
ing a continuing rise in the general level of rare aud out-of- 
print book prices. Possibly the enormity of book destruction 
in Europe and the Orient and the necessity for replacement of 
those bombed and burned books throughout the world has 
made all extant books more precious. Certainly, for some 
time to come, there will be a steady demand from Europe 
for moderately priced copies of many books described here. 
Future volumes of American Book-Prices Current will 
probably reflect this movement. 

This volume is the last under the present editorship, for the 
permanent editor will return to his post soon. The editor pro 
tempore welcomes S Sgt Edward Lazare’s return with all the 
warmth of his heart and trusts that not too much damage has 
been done to the series during his editorship. The editor takes 
this final opportunity to thank the various auction houses 
whose sales are recorded here, the R. R. Bowker Company, 
and Mrs. Frances R. Kepner for their co-operation.
